COLLECTOR'S LAPSE.

Mr. T. Clarke (Chief State Solicitor’s de- 
partment) prosecuted, and Mr, Victor Elyan, 
solicitor, defended. 

Edward Foley, Assistant-Manager, Lucan 
Dairy Company, said that the defendant was 
appointed to the Bray district in 1923, his 
duties being to deliver milk and butter, and 
collect accounts. He left of his own accord 
on agg! 10, 1934, 

Mr. Elyan—During the time Keely was em- 
ployed there was also employed in the Bray 
district a man who was on bail on a charge 
of embezzling £500 or thereabouts? 

Witness—I believe he had some trouble. 

Teresa Hayden, cashier of the Lucan Dairy 
Company, said that the books showed that a 
Mrs. Quinn, of Bray, had paid £6 Os. 4d., 
but the money had not been handed in by 
defendant. She also gave evidence of other 
defalcations. 

Mrs. Quinn, Dargle road, Bray, said she 
paid £5 16s, 6d., as she disputed the price 
of butter. 

Mr. Elyan said that his client pleaded 
guilty, and handed in recommendations as to 
character. Unfortunately for his client, there 
was a gentleman charged with embezzling 
who influenced Keely by way of getting smal] 
Joans and leaving him short. He asked ‘the 


Justice to take into consideration the fact 
that the defendant handed in his books 
showing how matters stood, and did not 


destroy them. 
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SEOUEL TO BLUESHIRT 
MEETING. 
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LAME MAN SENTENCED. 


(BEFORE MR. 


HANNAN.) 


James Curran (22), a lame man, of South 
John street, was charged on remand with 
having on Monday, June 16, at Blackrock, 
Co. Dublin, assaulted Philip Byrne (175), of 
Belvue Park, Galloping Green, Stillorgan. 

When the case was before the Court last 
week, Sergeant Lockhart said that on the 


night in question, after a meeting in Black- 
rock, a group of about 80 or 100 Blue Shirts 
marched in procession towards Merrion 


avenue. Defendant was in the rear of the pro- 
cession, and left the ranks and struck Byrne 
several blows in the face, and kicked him. 
Philip Byrne now gave evidence that Curran 
struck him three or four times, knocked him 
down, and then kicked him. He denied that 


he interfered with the procession or with the 


accused man. 

James Luddon said that, after the meeting, 
he and #rancis Glennon were walking 'EESEOR 
Dublin after the procession, when abont, 
twenty or thirty young men came along and 
showed a fighting attitude. They attacked 
Curren, Glennon and witness. He fought 
back, but was overpowered, and ran towards 
the procession. 

Henry Brannigan said that Curran was not 
in the procession at all, but was travelling in 
2. motor car, and was attacked after he left 
the motor car for a minute or so. 

Mr. Hannan said there was a conflict of 
evidence, but he accepted the police evidence, 
as the witnesses for the defence had contra- 
dicted themselves. 

He convicted Curran, and sentenced him to 
six weeks’ imprisonment. 

Mr. P. F. O'Reilly, solicitor, defended. 


DUBLIN CIRCUIT COURT. 


DUBLIN MILLINER’S 
SHOP. 
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CROSS-ACTION SUCCEEDS. 
(BEFORE JUDGE DAVITT.) 


Messrs. Herschel and White, Ltd., sued 
Miss Mathilda McMahon for £85, balance of 
a sum of £215 agreed upon for the carrying 
out of a contract to fit up as a milliner and 
dress warehouse the premises 10 Upper 
Drumcondra road, Dublin. The contract was 
entered into in September, 1932. The front 
of the shop was of an ornamental design, but 
shortly after Miss McMahon went into pos- 
session she found that the work was not well 
done and that water trickled in at the top 
of the shop window and destroyed garments 
that weresnear it. The shop door and the 
private door to the upper part of the house 
were also very imperfect. Miss McMahon 
made several complaints to Mr. Herschel 
about the condition of the buliding, but 
nothing was done to remedy it. She esti- 
mated the damage done to her goods at £26, 
besides loss of trade. 

Miss McMahon counter-claimed for breach 
of contract and loss of trade. 

The judge dismissed the plaintiff’s claim, 
and on the counter-claim gave a decree for 
£181, holding that the work had not been 
carried out in accordance with the specifica- 
tion. 

Mr. B. McGuckin, K.C., and Mr. D. 
Fawsitt (instructed by Messrs. James O’Con- 
nor and Co.) appeared for Miss McMahon. ; 
Mr. C. 8. Campbell, K.C., and Mr. M. 
Walker (instructed by Mr. L. U.. Smith) ap- 
peared for the plaintiffs. 


BARBER’S CLAIM FAILS. 
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(BEFORE JUDGE SHANNON.) 


Edward Valentine, 6 Francis Buildings, 
Lower Bridge street, Dublin, barber, claimed 
damages against David Dorney, 142 Francis 
street, for alleged unlawful eviction from 
premises at 18 Lower Bridge street. 

The case for the plaintiff was that, by virtue 
of a verbal agreement, he became weekly 
tenant of the premises at a weekly rental of 
10s., subsequently increased to 12s. 6d. per 
week, and later to 15s. per week; and that the 
defendant, without cause, wrongfully and 
forcibly evicted him. 

The defendant denied that the plaintiff was 
at any time a tenant, or that his rights were 
in any way infringed, and stated that, on or 
about órd January, 1926, at the request of Mr. 
Thomas and Mrs. Shannon, he agreed to take 
plaintiff as a working partner into his hair- 
dressing business, conditional on plaintiff 
keeping the business in a satisfactory condi- 
tion, and paying him out of weekly proceeds a 
sum of 10s. per week as his share of the profits, 
such sum to be increased later on as business 
improved, the defendant supplying: premises, 
and paying the rent, etc., and keeping the 
premises in repair. eee : 

In consequence of the plaintiff's neglect in 
letting the premises run down and fanling to 
pay any share of the a gi the defendant 
stated, plaintiff received a week s notice, and 
his services were dispensed with. 

Mr. Charles Casey, who (instructed by Mr. 
L. Trant McCarthy), appeared for the 
defendant, asked for a direction on the ground 
that, on the 14th December, the plaintiff was 
given reasonable notice that if he did not pay 
the arrears after Christmas the defendant 
would take up possession. _ 

Judge Shannon, holding with this conten- 
tion, dismissed the action with costs.
